‘The peopie are becoming impatient 
and are more strongty § inclining 
every day towards the statement by 
the Kitchener partisans that the 
ficiad marsbai’s invasion of Pretoria 
was a smoothiy paved trip, and not 
a fight. and that upon Kitchener 
bas fallen the brunt of the hardest 
fighting with the guerfila forces of 
the Moers. 

Lord Roberts, whether rightfully 
or wrongfully, has been drawn into 
The Buller scandal.

and the lieutenant general for some 
Treason there bas been ill-feeling for 
years, and now that sentiment in 
fervor of the deposed man has been 
spreading, it is having its effect on

London, Nov. 2.—Lord Kitchener 
has reported to the war office a éieas- 
ter tw the British near Bethel, east- 
ern Transvaai, in which two guns 
were lost, several officers killed or 
wounded and five men killed and ms 
wounded. The following is the text 
of Lord Kitchener's despatch:, 

“I have just heard of a severe at- 
tack made on the rear guard of Col. 
Benson's column, when about 20 miles 
north of Bethel, near Broken Laager, 
during a thick mist: 

“The strength of the enemy ts re- 
Ported to have been 1000, They rush- 
ed two guns with the rear guard, but 
it is uncertain whether they were 
able to remove them. I fear our cas- 
uaities were heavy. Colonel Benson 
was wounded, but not severely. A 
relieving column will reach him this 
morning.” 

Lord Kitchener telegraphs as fol- 
lows later: “Colonel Barter, who 
marched form the constabulary line 
yesterday reached Benson's column 
early this morning Friday) unop- 
posed.

Well, range steers sold in Chicaco 
thie week ac $5.75, the highest poi:t 
reached im a number of years, and 
in Denver the isedey buyers are pay- 
ing $4.25 for choice heavy steers from 
the range. The Chicago steers weigh- 
ed over 1400 pounds and the Den- 
ver steers below 1200 pounds. The 
$1.50 difference per hundred pounds 
was paid for fat and finish. Tho 
Chicago steers went direct to tho 
packer to be cut up for beef and will 
compare very favorably with the 
best cornfeds, selling around $6.50 
The steers sold in Denver will go ‘to 
the feedlot for a 90-day feed of corn, 
and will more than make rp the dif 
ference in that time. It is all a ques- 
tion of feed. The Denver steers came 
from western Colorado, and while they 
had good grazing all summer they did 
not have the weight of the Chicago 
animals.which came from the Dakotas 
and were so fat that corn would pot 
have bettered their condition. In 
both cases the cattle were of good 
ireeding and were 

Bot the question that will interest 
the ramgemen in the west is how to 
capture thai $1.59 d.fference. A cent 
and & half per pound means quite a 
number of big round dollars when 
added to a load of cattle. The man 
en the ramce would go to almost 
any trouble to be able to produce ¢at- 
Ue of that kind as a regular thing. 
The chances are that the Dakota 
stiera cost BO More to produce than 
the Colorado steers.
